Employee desires and agrees to be employed by the Company under the following terms and conditions; 



THEREFORE. IT IS MUTUALLY AGREED AS FOLLOWS: 



1 . At Will . The Company hereby employs Employee as an at-will employee. 

2. Inventions and Patents . Employee shall promptly disclose to the Company all inventions, designs, improvements, and discoveries 
that Employee may have or make during his or her employment with the Company that relate to the Compan/s business, 
vyrtiether conceived by Employee alone or with others and whether or not conceived during business hours. All such inventions, 
designs, Improvements and discoveries shall be the exclusive property of the Company. If requested, Employee shall assist the 
Company in obtaining patents on all such Inventions, designs, improvements; processes and discoveries deemed patentable by 
the Company.
